But for the hope that springs 
eternal when a Cup competition is 
about to start, I doubt whether the 
clubs would have carried on in the 
New Year. Now all in London, but 
Charlton Athletic, will give it a 
trial. I have every sympathy with 
the clubs who have given us so 
many hundreds of hours of healthy 
sport in the past, but cannot help 
feeling they would be better em- 
ployed devoting their attention to 
players below and above military 
age in these warlike days, with a 
view to building for the future. 

Perliaps I should. not enter into 
an argument about it because it is 
a complex question, and I believe 
in “live and let live.” Also, I re- 
cognise that there are munition 
and civil defence workers who, in 
the Battle of Britain, are just as 
much entitled to sport in their 
leisure hours as are men in uni- 
form. Let us hope that for the re- 
mainder of the football season the 
Service and civilian authorities 
will compromise in a friendly way 
By next autumn there may be no 
war to worry about!
